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Semiarundinaria fastuosa bears flowers very seldom. The last record is 
believed to have been some 1912 and it began to flower recently in Niigata 
and Tokyo. This shows that its flowering periodicity is about 40 years.

It has been suggested that this may be an intergeneric hybrid between Lap¬ 
sana humilis (Thunberg) Makino and Youngia japonica (Linnaeus) De Cando¬ 
lle, but there is no positive proof. 
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
